Kaibasard, “if didnot remain 
behind Allah's Apostle in any Ghazwa that he fought except the

Badr, but Allah did not admonish anyone who had not 
participated in it, for in fact, Allah's Apostle had gone out 
in search of the caravan of Quraish till Allah made them (i.e.

By Allah, never had I two she-camels before, but I had then at 
the time of this Ghazwa. Whenever Allah's Apostle wanted to 
make a Ghazwa, he used to hide his intention by apparently 
referring to different Ghazwa till it was the time of that 
Ghazwa (of Tabuk) which Allah's Apostle fought in severe heat, 
facing, a long journey, desert, and the great number of enemy. 
So the Prophet announced to the Muslims clearly (their 
destination) so that they might get prepared for their Ghazwa.
